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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended claim 1 (line 10) to include the claim limitation "set in its depth." It is unclear as to what 
depth is being set. Is the depth set in relation to the molded piece in the mold blank? If "set in its depth" is modifying the position of the 
milling tool as it relates to the mold blank/piece, then further search and consideration would be needed to consider he patentability of said 
limitation. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that the combination APA 
(Applicant's admitted Prior art) and Filser et al. (USP No. 7,077,391 ) does not teach the new claim 1 because the stimulus/holding webs 
taught by APA/Filser do not qualify as a "circumferential web". Applicant has further defined the cicrumferential web as being the piece left 
after the complete processing of the molded piece, specifically the web remaining in the largest extent of the molded piece. However, this 
stll does not distinguish a circumferential web from the stimulus taught in applicant's admitted prior art (See part 20 in applicant's figure 1 ). 
Also see page 7 line 19 to page 8 line 9 of applicant's specification disclosing that the stimulus is on the buccal or lingual region of the 
formed tooth. The buccal and Lingual regions would qualify as the outer boundary in the area of the outer extent.. 
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
